The fact that New Bedford, Mass., ia 


to celebrate the fiftieth, anniversary of 
its incorporation as a city next Octo- 
ber brings out the interesting-informa- 
tion that only four cities in the com- 
monwealth have passed the half cen- 
tury mark. The town and settlements 
of Massachusetts are among the oldest 
in the country, but the cities are com- 
paratively young. 
Cambridge celp- 


braetd its fiftieth birthday as a city 
last year. 
Salem and Lowell are just 


ten years older than the 
university 


town, while Boston attains her seven- 
ty-fifth anniversary this year. Worces- 
ter as a city will be 50 years old on.Feb- 
ruary 29, 1398, and two years later Lynn 
may make the same boast. Newbury- 
port, Spring-field, Lawrence and Fali 
Eiver follow in order, at intervals of 
a 3-ear apart. Chelsea joined the sis- 
terhood in 1857, Taunton in 1S64, Haver- 
hill in 1869 and Somerville in 1871. 
Fitchbnrg- became a city just 25 years 
ago, and the next year, 1873, three new 
names were added to the list—Holyo-ke, 
Gloucester and Newton.

One of 
the dangers of exhibitions is the pres- 
ence of rcelMoid, andithe attention of 
scientists is heing turned toward' some 
•treatment of celluloid which -will de- 
crease its dangerous qualities. 
Cellu- 


loid is being used in a thousand ways 
for everyday purposes, anci the fierce- 
ness cf ihc flame when it takes fire 
makes it- an exceedingly dangerous 
thing in> careless hands. It, therefore, 
ought to be made ia some way less in- 
flammable. — N. Y. Itedger. 


Liquid Air In Commerce. 


New methods, of liquifying air at a 


reduced cost have been invented in Ger- 
many, and Mr. de Kay, United States 
consul at Berlin, mentions in his official 
report some oC the uses to which liquid 
air may be put. One of these is for il- 
luminating purposes. 
An illuminant 


can be formed from Iiqui3 air by mix- 
ing Jt with ordinary air, in certain pro- 
portions, v\hile it is passing back to its 
normal condition. Liquid air may also 
serve as an explosive agent for various, 
purposes. 
As a portable litjyid, rich in 


oxygen, it is suggested that it should 
serve many purposes in manufactures. 
The price in Germany has heretofore 
been $2.25 for five cubic meters (about 
176'/3 cubic feet) of air reduced to the 
liquid condition, but Prof. Lincle, of 
Munich, has invented a process where- 
by the cost has been broiight down to 
about 2'/, cents per five cubic meters.

Wheat went up to $1.02 per bushel in 


Chicago a few days ago. That was tlie 
highest price reached by wheat in that 
market since 1891, when it sold at $1.16 
per bushel. The recent advance in the 
price of wheat waa modestly attributed 
by the gold press to the new tariff law. 
Though it is difficult to convince per- 
sons of an ordinary intelligence that a 
tariff on wheat, the price ot which ia 
fixed in the Liverpool market,-where 
the greater part of the surplus product 
of the United States ia sold, the gold 
press, presuming upon the ignorance 
of its readers, vouchsafed no explana- 
tion, contenting itself with the unsup- 
ported assertion that''the tariff did it." 
The latest repocts from Chicago are to 
the effect that wheat dropped to 91 
cents per bushel. 
As there has been 


no change in the tariff laws within a 
few days the decline in wheat is un- 
accountable from the goldbug stand- 
point, but Mr. Hanna's pampered press 
is equal to the occasion und it at onca 
attributes the fall in wheat, to the sil- 
ver c-raze. 


The facts are, there is a scarcity of 


breadstuffs in the greater part 
of 


Europe, in a part of India and in the 
Argentine Republic, which is a great 
wheat producing couutiy. 
In the Ar- 


gentine country the wheat harvest be- 
gins in January. 
A report circulated 


in the large cities, which may or may 
not be true, to the effect that the pros- 
pects for an average crop in the Argen- 
tine are better than heretofore re- 
ported, was used by the bears for all 
it was worth, and coupled with the dis- 
position of speculators to sell at a 
profit, sent prices down on the ruu. 


That there is a scarcity of wheat in 


tbe world as compared with former 
years there if no doubt and that prices 
will continue higher for soma time 
than they have been for Borne years 
past is equally certain, but that tbe 
tariff had anything to do svith the ad- 
vance in the price of the grain in 
American markets, as is alleged by the 
gold men,is too absurd for serioas con- 
sideration.

ways, the course o-f treatment including 
prayer, bathing, rubbing and baptisn: 
by immersion. When these have proved 


i vain the peuitent is called before a se- 
cret meeting of the members and com- 
pelled to perform the "holy roll." Ac- 
cording to the stories told by back- 
sliders who have taken the full num- 
ber of degrees, the person, who makes 
the holy roll lies down, upon the floor al 
one end of the building and rolls over 
nnd over, like a log, until every person 
present is satisiied that the last trace 
of the Evil One has beeru taken out 
Sometimes the ceremony is finished in 
ten minutes, while in stubborn cases o 
possession it is continued from oighi 
o'clock in the evening until midnight 
As the subject rolls past the kneeling 
audience, every person has the right tc 
ask such questions as lie sees fit, and the 
penitent must make ready and satisiac 
tory answers before he is allowed tf 
risc. 
The sins of a lifetime must b 


confessed in detail, and the innermos 
secrets made public. 
Having rollec 


across the floor until everybody is satis- 
fied and havp no more questions to ask, 
the- subject is assisted to his feet and 
conducted to a ro&trum, -nhcre he is 
proclaimed the brother of Christ and 
told to go forth and perform miracles. 


The first suspicion of unusual con- 


duct by members of; the sect came 
about a j-eflf ago, when a young man 
who had taken up the holy roll was sick 
and dizzy for a vfcek after his exercise. 
Soon after this man reco\ ered, a girl 
who wished to join the sect had the 
holy roll administered at nn evening 
meeting, and the next morning she was 
found on the piazza of her 
father'^ 


house in a swoon, which- lasted for 
more than a d-ay. When nskerl about the 
erlrl's condition, the brrthien said she 
was in a trance and was paying a brief 
visit to Heaven, from which she would 
shortly return again and take pos- 
session o£ her body.
